Sunday— Mark 1; 14-29. "They left 
their father . . . and went after Him,"

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Is There a Second Blessing? 

A Virile Article on an Important Subject 

By MAJOR JOHN MERRETT 



A MONG the several captions used 
-f^ to indicate "Holiness" or "Sancti- 
fication," is the term: "The Second 
Blessing," and its use is both Scrip- 
tural and in perfect accord with the 
teachings of The Salvation Army with 
respect to the obtaining and enjoy- 
ment of this wonderful religious ex- 
perience. In the "Articles of W,ir," 
that are signed and subscribed to by 
all who become Salvation Soldiers, 
this "Second Blessing," is described 
as follows: 

The Christian's Privilege 
"I believe that it is the privilege of 
all God's people to be wholly sanctified, 
and that their whole spirit and .soul 
and bod.v ma.v be preserved blameless 
unto the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, That is to say, I believe that 
after conversion there remains in the 
heart of ths believer inclinations to 
evil, or roots of bitternes.s, which, un- 
less overpowered by Divine grace, pro- 
duce actual sin; but the.se evil ten- 
dencies can be entirely taken away by 
the Spirit of Goil, and the whole heart 



eel of that ONE GREAT PLAN, God 
is a Holy God, who cannot look with 
any degree of allowance upon sin, and 
Hi.s accepted and acknowledged peo- 
ple must of necessity be a holy people. 
In the working out of the Plan of Full 
Salvation, as with all other plans, 
there are naturally progressive phases 
of development. In his unregenerate 
state man is a fallen creatui-e, with a 
sinful nature, at enmity with God, in 
rebellion against Him, and under His 
wrath. When any man, being con- 
vinced of his sins by the Holy Spirit, 
turns in true repentance towards God, 
willing to confess and forsake all his 
sins, and accepts Jesus Christ by faith, 
as his Saviour, he becomes "justified" 
— that is: God is reconciled to him 
through His Son, his sins are forgiven 
and washed away by the Blood of 
Je.sus Christ, and he is adopted into 
the family of God, This is called the 
"First Blessing" in Christian doctrine. 

But while this Blessing is in it.self, a 
wonderful experience — as heaven in 
a degree compared to an unconverted

"JuBtification"~and the other as 
"Sanctification" — a low level and a 
high level line to heaven — as I have 
heard them called in some Holiness 
Meetings. NO! NEVER! God has but 
ONE STANDARD— and that in its 
completeness is a plan of FULL SAL- 
VATION, and the "First" and 
"Second" Blessings are part and par-

THROWN OUT OF A SALOON 

Before prohibition closed the drinking saloons 
it was customary for The Army girls to visit 
those places with the "War Cry" regularly, and 
many and varied were the incidents that happen- 
ed to Us. The saloons in the city where the fol- 
lowing incident took ])!acc were the dirtiest anil 
lowest-looking places I had ever seen and it was 
with a good deal of trepidation that I took my 
bundle of "Crys" th<! first Saturday evening to 
visit them. With a prayer in my heart I entered 
the (irst and offered niy "Crys" to the men with- 
in. Several bought a copy and then I approached 
the bartendei' who was also the proprietor, and 
olfereil him a "Cry." He glared at me and then 
almost before I knew how it happened I found 
myself deposited outside on the sidewalk where 
lie had unceremoniously carried me. I was un- 
liui't but, needless to sav, my dignity was some- 
what ruirled. 

The whole event had been witncs.sed by a 
gentleman who was a freiiuent attendant at our 
meetings and he lost no time in going to the bar- 
tender and threatening him with all sorts of dire 
penalties should he ever treat an Army girl in 
such a way again. I made it a point to visit that 
saloon many times again but was never molested 
in any way. 

WHAT A SONG DID 

As I write, another "War Cry" incident comes 

to my mind. In the busy city of H there 

were many saloons and on Saturday night the.se 
would be full of men drinking and treating one 
another. I pushed my way into one bar that 
seemed particularly crowded and was soon the 
centre of a group of careless, laughing, half-in- 
toxicated men who shouted "Sing us a song, sis- 
ter!" 

Feeling anything but courageous I assumed 
a brave air and said, "Certainly; what shall I 
sing?" Someone in the crowd suggested, "Where 
is my wandering boy tonight," and so I sang it 
and then "Your mother still prays for you."

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SPRAINS AND WHAT TO DO FOB 

THEM

YOU and I — all of us — are liable to 
sprains. 
A sprain is the condition of a joint 
or muscle or other structure after it 
has been subjected to a force, that is 
beyond its normal limit. 

Sprains are, therefore, slight or .se- 
vere, according to the amount of force 
to which the parts have been sub- 
jected. 

The condition of the ti.ssuc varies 
with the severity of the .sprain. 
Aiiklea and Wrists 
In the joints — the ankles and wrists 
most often suffer such accidents — the 
sac or capsule that surrounds and pro- 
tects the ends of the bones that form 
the joints is stretched and sometimes 
slightly torn. 

In the muscle.'; there may have been 
a slight tearing of some of the fibres, 
or of the ten<lons at the ends of the 
muscles or the muscles themselves 
may have been bruised. 
Then what happens? 
The blood rushes to the part a.s 
the very first step in observance of 
the natural law of repaii'. This causes 
swelling. Swelling produces pressure 
on nerves, which themselves have been 
sprained. The pressure causes pain. 

These conditions point to the things 
that ought to be done. 

The lirst is to send for your physic- 
ian. While he is t'om/nf there are 
several things to do. 

Many years ago a great English 
surgeon, Dr. Hilton, laid down the 
rule with all the force of one expound- 
ing a natural law, that pain always- 
calls for rest. And as motion increases 
pain in sprains it would seem that 
pain is Nature's way to command rest. 
You can't alway.s rest a sprained 
part by jcfruining from voluntary 
movement. The injured nerves and 
muscles often set the latter to twitch- 
ing and contracting. To control this 
tendency it is often nece.ssary to put 
on a bandage and sometimes an cx- 
tempori-ied splint of pa.steboard or of 
newspaper, or a thin piece of wood, 
duly wrapped, or a smooth, unfolded 
towel made into a sort of trough. 

Cold water is the best immediate 
application as it tends to keep down 
the swelling. But after the swellini; 
has been established, cold is painful 
and the opposite exti'eme of tempem- 
ture is more comfortable. 
What Heal Does 
When heat is used it ought to be 
kept on continuously for several 
hours. The tendency of heat long ap- 
plied is to contract the capillaries and 
thus drive the excess of blood out of 
the Swollen parts. It is best applied 
either by immersing the part directly 
in water from 103 degrees up to 111) 
degrees F. or by keeping the injured 
part in a towel or piece of blanket 
saturated with water at that temper- 
ature. 

In addition to the foregoing, in the 
case of sprain of the ankle or knee, 
or of the wrist, elbow or forearm, the 
parts should be kept coinfort;ibly ele- 
vated te get the benefit of gravity in 
keeping down or reducing the swelling. 
This is as much as ought to be done 
until the phy.siciaii arrives. 

Then alt'ord him every facility for 
making a complete examination. He 
will occasion you no more pain than 
is necessary. If he finds that there is 
too much he will give you an anes- 
thetic. Don't hesitate to accept it. It 
will not only save you from suffering, 
but you will relax the parts that he 
can determine more accurately the ex- 
tent of your injury. 

If you do not take these precautions 
you may have a permanent injury 
from a slight fracture in which the 
joint is involved.

FOyR PBISONERS EMROLLEO 

AS SALVATION kEMY SOLOIEBS 

Impressive and Interesting Scene in the Manitoba Pro- 
vincial Jail V/hen New Recruits Arc Sworn in 
Under the Blood and Fire Banner 



A STIllKING evidence of the good 
■'*■ work that is being done in the 
.Manitoba l^rovincial Jail was the en- 
rolment as Army Soldiers of four 
prisoners by Lieut.-Colonel McLean, 
on Sunday last. It was a most im- 
presKive scene, and one tliat brought 
joy to the hearts of the workers who 
have toiled so long and faithfully in 
the inteie.sts of the prisoners, to see 
these four men standing on the plat- 
form of tlic jail chapel, with The 
Army Flag held over their heads by 
the iirst .Soldier to be enrolled in that 
institution, and taking upon them- 
selves the vows of Soldiership in The 
Army. 

Influenced Companions 

Some time ago we recorded the en- 
rolment of this first Soldier by the 
Commissioner. No doubt it is largely 
through thi.s young man taking such 
a decided stand for right, in spite of 
hi.s environment, that has influenced 
his companions to do likewise He 
conducts a Bible Class in the Jail and 
the men who profess conversion have 
I'raycr-.Moetings together every night. 
The four young men who were en- 
rolled on Sunday have given every 
evidence of repentance and conversion, 
and of their desire to live a new life. 
Fine, earnest, intelligent - looking 
young fellows they are, the first 
fruits of tile revival that is going on 
within the prison walls. Major Allen, 
who led the meeting, said that these 
would be attached to the Winnipeg 
Social Corps. 

About a hundred men and women 
prisoners were present at this service 
and they took the liveliest interest in 
the proceedings, apparently drinking 
in all that was said and being deeply 
impressed by the action of their com- 
rades. A male voice choir has been 
organized amongst them and they 
sang a Gospel hymn very nicely. The 
women's choir, trained by Mrs. 
Downie, wife of the Governor, also 
sang. A solo rendered by one of the 
newly enrolled Soldiers was also a 
feature of the service. That the pris- 
oners themselves shoald take such a 
pait in the services is a most encour- 
aging sign of progress along the lines 
of prison reform. The making of the 
prisoner into a better man is the ob- 
jective being aimed at in these days, 
the idea of mere punishment for 
wrong-doing receding into the back- 
ground. 

In this effort the Wardens of the 



various penal institutions throughout 
Cana<la welcome Lhe aid of The Army, 
and give us every opportunity of in- 
fluencing and helping the prisoners. 
Governor Downie is among The 
Army's staunchest friends, thoroughly 
endorsing its methods of woik among 
the prison population and heartily 
seconding its endeavors to bless and 
help the men am] women under his 
supeiTision.

It wiil bo imjios-sible, I know-, to 

write anything that will satisfy me; 

but if 1 can say any- 
thing which will help 

those who See him at 

a distance to know 

him better and love 

him more, I shall be 

amply repai<l. 

My first knowledge 

of tlie General was as 

a Holiness teacher. It 

was from his lips in 

the Holiness Meetings 

at Whitechapcl that !, 

as a young Convert,' 

iirst heard of the 

glorious privilege of 

all believers to be 

wholly sanctifie<l. At 

the Mercy-Scat in one 

of those Meetings I 

made that uttermost 

surrender of myself to 

my Saviour wliicli put 

the new song in my 

mouth, and ever since 

I have been able to 
say, "Thou hast redeemed us to God 
by Thy Blood and hast made us unto 
oiir God kings and priests." 

When, two years later, the teiider- 
est tie of human affection brought me 
into the closest association with him, 
I think 1 was almost afrai<l lest I 
might be compelled to lower a little 
the high pedestal on which my 
thoughts had placed him. I soon he- 
came at rest in this, and realized that 
his most private life testified clearly 
to the inner influences of God's sanc- 
tifying power. 

Much of the beauty of his character 
the Genei-al owes to his parents, es- 
pecially to his mother, and to the care- 
ful training he received. His educa- 
tion was not, as in all too many in- 
stances to-day, addressed merely to 
the intellectual and physical. The 
powers of his heart were developed, 
with the result that not only do we 
find in him the natural virtues — 
truthfulness, honesty, justice — but he 




i.s the most toiider-lioarted, .sensitive, 
and compassionate man I have ever 
known. 

Once when the edges of a Bible 
lying on my desk (which I specialty 
valued because it was his gift) were 
gnawed by a mouse, 1 was amu.sed 
that his lirst remark was, "Poor lit- 
tle creatuie, how hungry it must have 
been!" This tenderness in the General'; 
character eijuips him 
as scarcely anything 
else could do for the 
liost of authority anil 
power in which God 
has placed him. His 
gift of sympathy is 
very keen. No one 
outside his own cii'cle 
will over realize liow 
deeply the sorrows 
and woes of the world 
wound his spirit. Few 
among our Office r;- 
have the least idea o; 
the depth of his love 
for them. 

Perhaps the strength 
of his character to 
those who know him 
intimately is shown 
chiefly by his courage 
— courage in stand- 
ing firmly for tlim 
which he sees to be 
right, in si)ite of 
Opposition and the specious claims of 
expediency. His couiagc is going for- 
ward by faith when from every stand- 
point of human reasoning he should 
hold hack. 

1 find I am putting my thoughts 
under three words. The Genei'al i.s 
consistent, compassionate, and courag- 
eous. As his people of The Salvation 
Army we should thank our God for 
His work of grace in the General and 
extend to our Leader all the help that 
it is possible for one spirit to render 
to another. 

The burden of responsibility he car- 
ries irt heavier than any words of mine 
can describe. "The bur<lcn of the val- 
ley of vision" is ever with liim — hut 
"the desires of the righteous shall be 
granted," Pray, dear comrades, that 
the Iffi'ing Lord, hi.s Lord and ours, 
may give bim in this new yc.ir the 
desire of his heart — the Salvation and 
Sanctification of the people.
